NO PROFIT IN ECONOMIC ILLITERACY 
Economic illiteracy is a grave national prob­ 
lem, particularly among university and high 
school students. Educators and businessmen 
must develop more effective ways to bring the 
teaching of the operation of our personal enter­ 
prise system up to date. 
Surveys have shown that only one person in 
three thinks that investment in factories and 
machinery is a major contribution to economic 
growth. More than half the adults in this country 
believe that net profits of most firms equal 
or exceed the wages these firms pay their 
employees. Fewer than ten percent of the adults 
in this country know that payrolls substantially 
exceed profits. 
Such misconceptions as these provide ammuni­ 
tion for those who would destroy personal 
enterprise and the free political institutions 
which are basic to the American system. 
For example, a great many people believe 
that corporations make enormous profits and 
they should not be permitted to make as much 
as they do in normally prosperous times. If 
; the public realized the part these profits play 
; in our economy, public opinion could not be 
misled. 
The gross profit of any sizable company 
must be divided many ways. First, the federal 
government takes 52 per cent in income tax— 
more than half the gross profits. Then, state 
income taxes, if any, must be paid. Expansion 
and modernization of plants and equipment 
are financed from profits. Wage increases are 
granted from profits. 
A large corporation is owned by many share­ 
holders who have risked their money to finance 
the operation of the company. What is left 
after taxes, expansion, modernization, wage 
increases, and reserves for bad times, is paid 
to stockholders in the form of dividends. The 
officials of corporations hope to be able to pay 
about six percent on investments to stock­ 
holders. 
Here are some staggering facts related to the 
m atter of profits: Each year the American work 
force swells by one million men and women, 
all of whom want jobs. On the average, it takes 
a $20,000 investment to provide the plants and 
tools that result in just one new job in industry. 
In some industries, the investment is much 
higher. The Secretary of Labor has said it will 
cost $90 billion to replace our obsolete plants 
and equipment to make them competitive with 
newer facilities in other countries. The creation 
of these jobs, at such enormous costs, are 
vitally dependent upon profits in industry. 
Therefore, the making of profits is a key to 
the health and the entire economy. The fact 
that so few people realize the importance of 
profits shows how very precarious is the posi­ 
tion of the personal enterprise system. 
Profits provide jobs, expansion of industry, 
taxes to support government, productivity which 
. has lifted our standard of living, and dividends 
which make investment capital possible. 
These are the facts which should be em­ 
phasized in our high school and college eco­ 
nomics courses. Too often, the operation of our 
.. personal enterprise system is belittled; the 
idea is strongly taught that government has a 
big role to play in support of many segments 
“ of the economy, in elimination of unemployment, 
f in subsidizing some phases of the economy 
; while at the same time seeking to hold down 
i both profits and inflation. 
: 
An editorial from The Wall Street Journal 
j said: “ Something is terribly amiss when the 
: words for free enterprise are nearly always 
: apologetic—it’s a nice system when we can 
; afford its inefficiencies—and the words for 
all sorts of State planning are praiseworthy. 
: For the sum of such teaching is that the best 
♦' interests of the student, and of the nation, 
are best served when the decisions can be 
• made by wise planners on high. 
“ The result. . .is not an open discussion for 
; young minds but effective preaching that eco- 
: nomic freedom is inadequate.’’ 
: 
American business is based on competition. 
; It is competition which keeps business alive 
I and growing. Companies compete against one 
another for markets and for sales. Individuals 
compete with one another for position. 
It is competition which makes it possible for 
an individual, under our personal enterprise 
system, to achieve success in whatever busi­ 
ness or profession he may choose. That suc­ 
cess is limited only by the ability of the individual 
and his willingness to work. 
In far too many cases, our young people are 
being taught that government should play a 
major role in business and that it has a definite 
responsibility to bolster any sagging area of the 
economy. 
On the other hand, they are not given the facts 
which show that profits are really only a very 
small part of the gross revenue or sales of 
: a company; that profits are essential to a healthy 
: economy; that the personal enterprise system 
: can work best in an atmosphere of freedom, 
i with the law of supply and demand operating 
• to establish prices. 
: Socialists advocate government ownership of 
• all means of production—with its resultant 
: regimentation of workers. Communists view 
• history as a story of a class struggle between 
! the owners of means of production and the 
| working class. America, blessed with a wonder­ 
ful standard of living and amazing production 


knows that the socialists and communists are 
wrong. In the final analysis, our economy must 
be 
a partnership between those who provide 
the capital and those who provide the labor. 
Here is how that idea was expressed by Paul 
J. Cupp, president of Acme Markets, Inc., of 
Philadelphia: 
“ I am troubled frequently by the lack of 
perspective, the failure to recognize the es­ 
sential partnership nature of any enterprise, 
especially a large one. Someone must supply 
the money to buy the tools, the property, the 
equipment and inventory with which to work. 
It takes shareholders to provide these m eans... . 
It is not amiss to remember that in a free 
society, with a competitive enterprise system, 
it takes capital investment, and it also requires 
profits, part of which are retained, for a busi­ 
ness to grow, to create jobs, and to provide 
security for those who apply their talents 
and time. 
“ Nothing good can arise from the false notion 
that somehow employees and employers are 
enemies, when in fact both are dependent upon 
doing a good job.’’

is involved. 
So the 
shock- 
troops of science 
are still on 
the job . 
One 
crew, 
right 
now, 
is manning the Johns- 
Manville 
“ Labm obile," 
a 
special tra ile r with a variety 
of filtration equipment, includ­ 
ing a filtration system to re­ 
move detergents 
from waste­ 
water. This research 
tool is 
touring the country, 
testing 
and processing waste and pot­ 
able waters wherever th ere's 
pollution to run down and attack 
at the source. 
As m atters stand, those on the 
sewer lines 
will have it made 
when the soft detergents are 
available. But many large dis­ 
pensers of 
wastewater into 
septic 
tanks, 
leaching pools 
or stream s, 
will still 
need 
special 
processing to protect 
the water supply of their neigh­ 
bors. Vigilance is still in order 
for those with private wells and 
nearby disposal system s.

The answer is simple enough. 
The foreign flag 
lines, with 
which the American lines must 
compete, can operate at a much 
lower cost prim arily because of 
a 
90 per cent disparity in 
wages. 
The 
subsidy is de­ 
signed 
to put 
our lines in an 
equitable competitive position, 
and that is all. 
It 
does not 
guarantee a profit. And if 
a 
profit 
is made, half may 
be 
recaptured 
by the govern­ 
ment and be used to reduce cur­ 
rent and future payments. 
In return 
for this, the lines 
must give a 
great deal. They 
must 
hire American crews; 
build and repair 
their ships

NO DANGER 
Remember when, not long ago, 
all manner of fears were ex­ 
pressed over the possibility 
—which some considered even a 
probability — that the Soviet

Since then, such expressions 
of alarm have been shown time 
and tim e again to be based on 
fallacious, m isinterpreted, or 
m isunderstood sources of in­ 
form ation.

Valachi had a number of nar­ 
row escapes. During one hold­ 
up, police shot him in the head 
at point-blank range.

Joe grew up in the stree ts of

Ours is a nation much given 
to fads.

But a fad for freedom, taken 
up 
by enough people, could 
keep us free.

the person who decides on his 
own initiative 
to participate, 
not m erely look on, in p reserv ­

and promoting 
freedom . 
Nowadays 
a citizens should 
not be worrying about the fate 
which may befall his children 
and grandchildren. The stake is 
not that far removed. The issue 
will be resolved sooner.

Laws to Ban Crippling Strikes 
Being Secretly Readied 
on 
LBJ*s O rders. 
Washington, D. C.: •• P resi­ 
dent Johnson’s Cabinet comes 
with a built-in charm er these 
days. He is L abor Secretary 
Wirtz and — as anyone who has 
dined at the White House knows 
— he easily is the adm inistra­ 
tion’s most urbane gentleman, 
sharpest 
wit 
and smoothest 
dancer. 
Now he has real need of all 
his talents. For his newest 
Presidential assignm ent is to 
prepare laws which would avert 
crippling strik es — national and 
labor - and still not antagonize 
the already wounded national 
labor leaders. 
It’s a difficult task to waltz 
around especially since Mr. 
W irtz is booked to appear be­ 
fore labor’s 
high command 
shortly. This being February, 
labor’s top council members 
already are in Bal Harbour, 
Fla., for a se rie s of meetings. 
Even if they had stayed north, 
they would have had their self­ 
generated steam to keep them 
hot. 
They're in a foul mood, what 
with the defeat of 14-B, and pri­ 
vate advice from the capital 
that the President really 
is 
pushing a wage-price freeze. 
And now he wants to make good 
his State of the Union prom ise 
to seek new anti • strike laws. 
The union chiefs, preparing 
for the 
AFL - CIO Executive 
Council session, know such bills 
won't pass. But they're unhappy 
over the prospect of the pub­ 
licity which hearings and de­ 
bates over tran sit and defense 
plant strik es will bring. 
So Mr. W irtz is moving cau­ 
tiously and with 
the 
utter 
secrecy which utter discretion 
demands. Few of his colleagues 
know what he is planning - and 
certainly 
President 
johnson 
will be the first to know. But 
until then, official silence. 
However, there is nothing to 
fear but caution itself in this 
occupation. Some intense in­ 
quiry discloses that Mr. W irtz 
appears to be working on laws 
which would give the President 
of the U. S, the power to de­ 
cide personally whether a strike 
is or is not creating an em er­ 
gency in the land by affecting 
its welfare, its health, or its 
m ilitary and economic strength. 
This could spring from a sub­ 
way strike as well as a stop­ 
page in a gunpowder plant. 
At the moment, under the T ift- 
Hartley law, the President must 
go through a se rie s of charades. 
He must somehow discover that 
a strike is a danger to the land; 
then he appoints a board. Then 
they tell him things are te r­ 
rible. Then he asks the Attorney 


General to go into court and ob­ 
tain an injunction. Then the men 
must go back to work for 80 
days. Then he and 
everybody 
else are helpless. 
However, the President never 
is certain he can get his anti­ 
strike injunction. None other 
than A rthur Goldberg proved 
during the 1959 steel strike that 
a good labor lawyer could take 
an appeal up to the Supreme 
Court and delay even the 80- 
day cooling • off period. 
So reports have it that Mr. 
W irtz will propose giving the 
President 
more flexibility — 
and an arsenal of weapons. This 
means the President will not 
need to play charades. 
Proposals 
are expected to 
give the President the power 
to decide for him self when 
a 
strike is dangerous. Then 
by 
appointing an emergency board 
he could directly order the re­ 
turn to work. Or he could even 
move before the walkout began. 
He would not need to go into 
the federal court for perm is­ 
sion. W orkers would stay on the 
job. The Board would ponder, 
find 
facts 
and make recom ­ 
mendations for a month. Then 
there would be more tim e man­ 
dated for both sides to ponder 
some m ore. Behind the scenes 
the President could p ressu re. 
If he got no reaction, he could 
make the fact • finder recom ­ 
mendations public. 
Rejection of such proposals, 
issued 
with the P resident's 
blessings, would pit either the 
union or the 
company against 
the White House and the public. 
In the end, if the union wished 
to strike, there would be no 
way to stop it under the law, 
old and new. 
But so electric would be the 
public atm osphere, so high the 
indignation, so angered would 
be Congress that the President 
could easily and swiftly push 
through a “ bullet” law with one- 
shot action. 
This 
one - shot legislation 
could 
either 
fix 
the settle­ 
ment term s or order the re ­ 
turn to work during compul­ 
sory arbitration. It would 
be 
tough. But the duelists would 
have worked them selves into the 
corner. 
The men still could strike and 
take their punishment. But at 
least there would be a law. 
That is if the Congress ever 
got around to modernizing the 
nation’s 
industrial 
relations 
legislation. 
All of which is 
doubtful. 
But Capitol Hill will get 
a 
crack at it this session. Just 
what it is few people know def­ 
initely. 
Mr. W rltz has a secret. He 
is one of the best sec ret-keep­ 
e rs in the business.

NO PROFIT IN ECONOMIC ILLITERACY 
Economic illiteracy is a grave national prob­ 
lem, particularly among university and high 
school students. Educators and businessmen 
must develop more effective ways to bring the 
- teaching of the operation of our personal enter- 
~ prise system up to date. 
Surveys have shown that only one person in 
z three thinks that investment in factories and 
: machinery is a major contribution to economic 
It growth. More than half the adults in this country 
believe that net profits of most firms equal 
or exceed the wages these firms pay their 
employees. Fewer than ten percent of the adults 
in this country know that payrolls substantially 
exceed profits. 
Such misconceptions as t h e s e provide ammuni­ 
tion for those who would destroy personal 
enterprise and the free political institutions 
which are basic to the American system. 
For example, a great many people believe 
that corporations make enormous profits and 
they should not be permitted to make as much 
as they do in normally prosperous tim es. If 
£ the public realized the part these profits play 
£ in our economy, public opinion could not be 
misled. 
The gross profit of any sizable company 
must be divided many ways. First, the federal 
government takes 52 per cent in income tax— 
more than half the gross profits. Then, state 
income taxes, if any, must be paid. Expansion 
and modernization of plants and equipment 
are financed from profits. Wage increases are 
granted from profits. 
A large corporation is owned by many share­ 
holders who have risked their money to finance 
the operation of the company. What is left 
after taxes, expansion, modernization, wage 
increases, and reserves for bad times, is paid 
to stockholders in the form of dividends. The 
officials of corporations hope to be able to pay 
about six percent on investments to stock­ 
holders. 
Here are some staggering facts related to the 
matter of profits: Each year the American work 
force swells by one million men and women, 
all of whom want jobs. On the average, it takes 
a $20,000 investment to provide the plants and 
tools that result in just one new- job in industry. 
In some industries, the investment is much 
higher. The Secretary of Labor has said it will 
cost $90 billion to replace our obsolete plants 
and equipment to make them competitive with 
newer facilities in other countries. The creation 
of these jobs, at such enormous costs, are 
vitally dependent upon profits in industry. 
Therefore, the making of profits is a key to 
• 
the health and the entire economy. The fact 
that so few people realize the importance of 
profits shows how very precarious is the posi­ 
tion of the personal enterprise system. 
Profits provide jobs, expansion of industry, 
taxes to support government, productivity which 
. has lifted our standard of living, and dividends 
. which make investment capital possible. 
These are the facts which should be em­ 
phasized in our high school and college eco­ 
nomics courses. Too often, the operation of our 
..personal enterprise system is belittled; the 
idea is strongly taught that government has a 
big role to play in support of many segments 
" of the economy, in elimination of unemployment, 
f in subsidizing some phases of the economy 
: while at the same time seeking to hold down 
both profits and inflation. 
An editorial from The Wall Street Journal 
said: “ Something is terribly amiss when the 
words for free enterprise are nearly always 
apologetic—it*8 a nice system when we can 
afford its inefficiencies—and the words for 
all sorts of State planning are praiseworthy. 
For the sum of such teaching is that the best 
interests of the student, and of the nation, 
are best served when the decisions can be 
made by wise planners on high. 
“ The result. . .is not an open discussion for 
young minds but effective preaching that eco­ 
nomic freedom is inadequate.'* 
American business is based on competition. 
It is competition which keeps business alive 
and growing. Companies compete against one 
another for markets and for sales. Individuals 
compete with one another for position. 
It is competition which makes it possible for 
an individual, under our personal enterprise 
system, to achieve success in whatever busi­ 
ness or profession he may choose. That suc­ 
cess is limited only by the ability of the individual 
and his willingness to work. 
In far too many cases, our young people are 
being taught that government should play a 
major role in business and that it has a definite 
responsibility to bolster any sagging area of the 
economy. 
On the other hand, they are not given the facts 
which show that profits are really only a very 
small part of the gross revenue or sales of 
a company; that profits are essential to a healthy 
economy; that the personal enterprise system 
can work best in an atmosphere of freedom, 
with the law of supply and demand operating 
to establish prices. 
Socialists advocate government ownership of 
all means of production—with its resultant 
regimentation of workers. Communists view 
history as a story of a class struggle between 
the owners of means of production and the 
working class. America, blessed with a wonder­ 
ful standard of living and amazing production

knows that the socialists and communists are 
wrong. In the final analysis, our economy must 
be 
a partnership between those who provide 
the capital and those who provide the labor. 
Here is how that idea was expressed by Paul 
J. Cupp, president of Acme Markets, Inc., of 
Philadelphia: 
“ I am troubled frequently by the lack of 
perspective, the failure to recognize the es­ 
sential partnership nature of any enterprise, 
especially a large one. Someone must supply 
the money to buy the tools, the property, the 
equipment and inventory with which to work. 
It takes shareholders to provide these m eans... . 
It is not amiss to remember that in a free 
society, with a competitive enterprise system, 
it takes capital investment, and it also requires 
profits, part of which are retained, for a busi­ 
ness to grow, to create jobs, and to provide 
security for those who apply their talents 
and time. 
“Nothing good can arise from the false notion 
that somehow employees and employers are 
enemies, when in fact both are dependent upon 
doing a good job.** 
* * * 
The Colonel said: “ The human race seems 
to have gone to a lot of trouble to improve 
everything but the people.**

From an editorial in the St. Louis County 
Medical Society Bulletin: “Retiring people just 
because they live to be 65 years old is like 
killing a race horse because he won a race.

All of us have already lost a 
lot simply because someone in an ill con­ 
sidered moment ‘selected* 65 as an age for end­ 
ing rather than an age for commencement. The 
world is much the greater because five men 
lived and worked beyond the present unrealistic 
age of retirement — 65 — Herbert Hoover — 
Bernard Baruch—Albert Schweitzer—Douglas 
MacArthur—Winston Churchill. The world is 
the greater for the work being done (since 
they were 65) by J. C. Penney, Will Durant, 
Harry Truman and Ike Eisenhower.**

So 
has its economic significance In 
a world in which the major wars 
are now fought with economic 
weapons. 
We hear much about the prob­ 
lems 
of the merchant marine 
and it is true that certain seg­ 
ment-. of it .ii v in r e a l t r o u b l e . 
But one part — that part which 
Is 
represented 
by 
the 15 
subsidized carriers making up 
the Committee of 
American 
Steamship Lines — has been 
making significant 
progress 
in the face of various 
diffi­ 
culties. 
That 
brings 
up 
another 
point — just what is this sub­ 
sidy and why does it 
exist? 
The answer is simple enough. 
The foreign flag 
lines, with 
which the American lines must 
compete, can operate at a much 
lower cost primarily because of 
a 
90 per cent disparity in 
wages. 
The 
subsidy is de­ 
signed to put our lines in an 
equitable competitive position, 
and that is all. 
It 
does not 
guarantee a profit. And if a 
profit 
is made, half may be 
recaptured 
by the govern­ 
ment and be used to reduce cur­ 
rent and future payments. 
In return 
for this, the lines 
must give a 
great deal. They 
must 
hire American crews; 
build and repair 
their ships 
in U.S. yards; travel, on regu­ 
lar schedules,

national emergencies. 
It is

Entrance of the Federal Trade 
Commission into the Govern­ 
ment's

frighten 
cigarette smokers into swear-

reminds us that the Advisory 
Committee to the Surgeon Gen­ 
eral, in its damning Report on 
Smoking and Health failed to 
pass judgment on cigarettes 
equipped with filters. 
While, 
as Surgeon General 
Terry has pointed out in reply­

to queries by Kentucky's 
Senator John Sherman Cooper, 
the Committee did mention that 
“ filters in common use do re­ 
move a variable 
portion 
of 
the tars and nicotine,” it ducked 
any finding on the subject be­ 
cause of insufficient evidence. 
Thus, 
we would expect 
the 
Federal Trade Commission, as 
a quasi-judicial body, to hesi­ 
tate in its headlong 
urge to 
brand 
all 
packages 
of all 
cigarettes 
with the warning 
that they are hazardous 
to 
health 
and may cause death. 
Irrespective of FTC's author­ 
ity 
to take such action, 
its 
legal 
eagles might pause and 
reflect

NO DANGER 
Remember when, not long ago, 
all manner of fears were ex­ 
pressed over the possibility 
—which some considered even a 
probability — that the Soviet 
Union was on the verge of over­ 
taking us in electric power pro­ 
duction 
and energy used gen­ 
erally. 
Since then, such expressions 
of alarm have been shown time 
and time again to be based on 
fallacious, misinterpreted, or 
misunderstood sources of in­ 
formation. For instance, a well­ 
known engineering consultant, 
Fremont Felix, spoke on the 
matter before the annual meet­ 
ing of the American Power Con­ 
ference. As reported by the New 
York Herald Tribune, he fore­ 
sees that in the year 2080 the 
Soviet Union will be just as far 
behind this country in its use 
of energy as it is today. 
In the next century, he went on, 
the total use of energy in this 
country — including natural 
gas, oil, and other such sources, 
as well as electricity — will 
increase each year by a great­ 
er amount than the previous 
year's increase. He also pointed 
out that in 1961 the Soviets 
lagged 
55 
years behind the 
United 
States in per capita 
energy use. 
Where people have been hon­ 
estly misled is in unexplained 
percentage comparisons. If an 
underdeveloped country man­ 
ages to increase its production 
of some commodity or service 
even modestly, the percentage 
rise may be startling large. 
But the actual amount of new 
production applied to that of 
a developed nation would be 
very little.

Ours is a nation much given 
to fads. We have fads in dress, 
music, entertainment, even in 
conversation. Most of these fads 
are harmless and some 
are 
amusing, but one could not say 
they contribute much to

constructive side of life. 
But a fad for freedom, taken 
up 
by enough people, could 
keep us free. 
Suppose that individuals took 
up a fad for pledging that they 
would not go to sleep at night 
without 
assuring 
themselves 
that they had spent at least ten 
minutes that day in the cause 
of liberty. If in doubt as bed­ 
time approached, they could 
reach a few others by tele­ 
phone with a freedom message.

Laws to Ban Crippling Strikes 
Being Secretly Readied 
on 
LBJ*s Orders. 
Washington, D. C.: — Prest* 
dent Johnson's Cabinet comes 
with a built-in charm er these 
days. He is Labor Secretary 
Wirtz and — as anyone who has 
dined at the White House knows 
- he easily is the administra­ 
tion's most urbane gentleman, 
sharpest 
wit and smoothest 
dancer. 
Now he has real need of all 
his talents. For his newest 
Presidential assignment is to 
• prepare laws which wouldavert 
crippling strikes — national and 
labor — and still not antagonize 
the already wounded national 
labor leaders. 
It's a difficult task to waltz 
around especially since Mr. 
Wirtz is booked to appear be­ 
fore labor's 
high command 
shortly. This being February, 
labor's top council members 
already are in Bal Harbour, 
Fla., for a series of meetings. 
Even lf they had stayed north, 
they would have had their self­ 
generated steam to keep them 
hot. 
They're In a foul mood, what 
with the defeat of 14-B, and pri­ 
vate advice from the capital 
that the President really 
is 
pushing a wage-prlce freeze. 
And now he wants to make good 
his M i Bt Ris Union promise 
to seek new anti • strike laws. 
The union chiefs, preparing 
for the AFL • CIO Executive 
Council session, know such bills 
won't pass. But they're unhappy 
over the prospect of the pub­ 
licity which hearings and de­ 
bates over transit and defense 
plant strikes will bring. 
So Mr. Wirtz is moving cau­ 
tiously and with 
the 
utter 
secrecy which utter discretion 
demands. Few of his colleagues 
know what he is planning - and 
certainly 
President 
johnson 
will be the first to know. But 
until then, official silence. 
However, there is nothing to 
fear but caution itself in this 
occupation. Some intense in­ 
quiry discloses that Mr. Wirtz 
appears to be working on laws 
< which would give the President 
of the U. S, the power to de­ 
cide personally whether a strike 
is or is not creating an emer­ 
gency in the land by affecting 
its welfare, its health, or its 
military and economic strength.

page in a gunpowder plant.

WASHINGTON AP—Organized 
labor, 
once 
an acknowledged 
prim e mover behind President 
Johnson, is deep in the winter 
of its discontent with the White 
House and D em ocrats. 
And unless Johnson and Con­ 
g ress thaw the growing chill, 
the Dem ocratic party could lose 
a m ajor slice of labor’s support 
when it needs it—in this year’s 
congressional elections. 
Altogether, labor union mem­ 
bers and their fam ilies pack the 
potential political wallop of at 
least 35 million voters. This 
com pared with the total of 70,- 
000,000 votes cast in the 1964 
balloting that resulted in John­ 
son’s landslide victory and the 
biggest Democratic m ajority in 
Congress in nearly 30 years. 
Labor’s complaint against the 
“way the political winds are 
blowing in the capital is three­ 
fold; 
—Union chiefs think Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mans­ 
field has been dragging his feet 
on the bill to repeal Section 14B 
of the Taft-H artley Act. This is 
the section which sanctions law? 
in 19 states banning union shop 
contracts, under which all em ­ 
ployes 
must join the union. 
— Johnson’s 
statem ent 
to 
Congress that he is considering 
some kind of antistrike legisla­ 
tion to deal with labor disputes 
that 
threaten 
“ irreparable 
harm ” 
tftecnutional interact. 
Labor leaders have been trying 
to figure out what he may have 
in mind. 
--Johnson’s refusal to 
hike 
White 
House wage guidelines 
from 3.2 to 3.6 per cent in line 
with latest national production 
figures. The guidelines set the 
size of wage increases accept­ 
able to the White House asnon- 
inflationary. 
Johnson is catching at least 
part of labor’s blame for failing 
to hold the Senate in session 
around the clock to break the 
Republican 
filibuster 
that 
shelved the 14B repeal bill last 
year. 
President 
P.L. Siem iller of 
the AFL-CIO International As­ 
sociation of M achinists, the na­ 
tion’s fourth largest union with 
nearly one million mem bers, 
said; “ I’m perfectly willing and 
prepared to recommend to our 
m em bers that any member of 
Congress who failed to stand up 
in favor of repeal of 14B for­ 
feits any m achinists’ dollar and 
vote.” 
Although the AFL-CIO 
has 
never accepted the White House 


wage 
guidelines, Meany ac­ 
cused Johnson and his economic 
advisors of changing the rules 
in a slap at labor in holding to 
the four-year-old 3.2 per cent 
figure. 
The guidelines are based on 
annual average increases 
in 
manhour productivity and the 
governm ent’s own figures show 
it has gone up to 3.6 per cent if 
1965 figures are added. 
Reaction to Johnson’s anti­ 
strike 
proposal is more cau­ 
tious because no one knows what 
he has in mind, but any action 
to lim it labor’s ultimate weapon 
is sure to raise more hackles 
among union men. 
Many labor spokesmen think 
one of the most important labor 
m easures in years is the admin­ 
istration’s bill to set federal 
standards and raise unemploy­ 
ment 
payments, 
which 
now 
vary sharply from state 
to 
state. 
“ This is the real showdown 
between us and the big boys” in 
industry, an AFL-CIO spokes­ 
man said.

The Americans are under or­ 
ders not to fire without specific 
orders. 
The angry mood downtown is 
the result of a wave of disorders 
that began last Wednesday and 
has taken 17 lives so far. The 
violence set off a strike, mostly 
in government offices and the 
sugar industry. Its chief pur­ 
pose is to force two more mili­ 
tary leaders to obey a presiden­ 
tial order transferring them 
abroad.
